LONDON,  May  11.— The  determination  of  th«  authorities  to 
ihove  coal  brought  into  the  country  by  sea,  despite  the  threat  of  the' 
transport  vyorkers  to  frustrate  the  Government’s  plans  through  re- 
fusal to  handle  such  coal,  was  indicated  today  by  the  reopening  of 
the  recruiting  offices  for  volunteer  transport  workers. 

These  offices  were  first  established  when  there  was  a threat  of 
a general  strike  in  the  earlier  stages  of  the  coal  tie-up.  Long  lines  of 
applicants  formed  outside  the  reopened  offices  this  afternoon. 

The  London  Times  understands  that  the  chartering  of  steadier* 
for  the  bringing  of  coal  from  the  United  States  has  subsided  in  the 
last  two  or  three  days,  the  slump  probably  being  due  to  the  length 
of  time  occupied  in  crossing,  and  also  to  the  limited  facilities  for  un- 
loading steamers  of  the  tonnage  required.

VANCOUVER,  B.C..  May  11.— In- 
stead of  being  lax  and  losing  ap- 
proximately 1210.000,  which  might 
have  been  saved  had  33,000  cases  of 
liquor  been  removed  from  Federal 
bond  before  announcement  of  tho 
new  wine  and  spirit  duties,  the  Pro- 
vincial Government  has  been  very  ac- 
tive in  these  particular  premises,  ac- 
cording to  Hon.  J.  W.  deB.

Ws 
have  carefully  bought  our  liquor  be- 
fore the  duty  la  paid,  and  my  depart- 
ment has  already  written  Ottawa  ask- 
ing for  a stated  case  upon  this  point 
before  the  Exchequer  Court,"  said 
Mr.  Farrla  today. 

The  Attorney-Oeneral  wae  replying 
to  a published  report  charging  the 
Provincial  authorities  with  oversight 
and  having  been  "caught  napping."

An  Investigation  Is  declared  to  have 
shown  that  the  famed  deity  of  "Omo- 
tokyo," epshrined  in  the  temple,  con- 
sisted solely  of  pebbles  wrgpped  in 
paper.  Subterranean  passages  were 
found-  leading  > te  • the  residence  sf 
Wanlssburo  Deguchi,  adopted  son  of 
the  woman  who  was  the  founder  of 
the  cult,  It  to  said,  and  in  his  home 
were  fqund  chests  laden  with  dia- 
monds and  rubles  valued  at  $1,000,- 
000.  Firearms  were  also  found  stored 
in  tbe  building,  the  police  assert. 

Deguchl  recently  bought  two  Osaka 
newspapers  and  devoted  them  to  the 
teaching  of  "Omotokyo”  precepts. 
The  spread  of  this  belief  among  all 
classes  In  the  Empire  has  been  re- 
garded os  a national  menace  on  ac- 
count of  Its  sensational  teachings 
These,  have  included  the  necessity  of 
war  with  America,  and  declarations 
that  Japan  Is  destined  to  attain  do- 
minion over  the  entire  world. 

The  .workers  sent  out  by  the  cult 
hsve  declared  that  the  failure  of  the 
nation  to  adhere  to  "Omotokyo"  as 
the  revealed  religion,  would  mean  the 
total  destruction  of  Japan  in  half  a 
century.

German  Cabinet  Difficulty 
Overcome  Only  on  Threat 
to  Resign  — Centre  Party 
Gives  Way  to  Pressure' 


BERLIN,  May  11. — The  German 
cabinet  crisis  was  solved,  declared 
The  Vossische  Zeltung,  owing  to  a 
threat -by  President  Ebert  to  resign  if 
a parliamentary  and  politically  re- 
sponsible cabinet  were  not  formed  to 
answer  the  Allies. 

The  President’s  threats.  4t  says, 
compelled  the  Centre  party  to  aban- 
don Its  decision  not  to  put  forward 
sn  Imperial  Chancellor  from  its 
ranks,  and  the  same  Influence  Induced 
the  party  leaders  to  urge  Dr.  Wlrth 
tc  form  a ministry. 

Reichstag  Uncertainty 

The  Reichstag  presented  a deserted 
appearance  today,  most  of  the  mem- 
bers apparently  not  having  recovered 
from  yesterday's  session.  The  coali- 
tion parties  met  informally  while 
Chancelor  Wlrth  was  riveting  hie  new 
cabinet  into  a co-ordinate  ministry. 

The  post  of  Foreign  Minister,  which 
Dr.  Wlrth  aasuntod  temporarily,  still 
Is  seeking  a likely  candidate. 

The  Majority  Socialists  are  reported 
to  favor  a man  from  one  of  the  bour- 
geois parties,  or  a non-partisan  dip- 
lomatic official,  in  the  belief  that  a 
Socialist  minister  would  likely  prove 
prejudicial  to  the  new  cabinet. 

“A  Socialist  foreign  minister  would 
be  looked  upon  as  a Bolshevist  In 
the  United  States,"  one  party  leader 
declared. 

Gossip  today  wss  devoted  to  specu- 
lation as  to  whether  the  Cabinet, 
which  commands  only  a parliament- 
ary minority  could  carry  out  a con- 
structive programme  In  view  of  Its 
precarious  backing.  The  strongest 
doubts  are  expressed  among  the 
Democrats,  who  predict  that  the 
Wlrth  ministry  will  soon  undergo  re- 
construction now  that  Its  primary 
function  as  a "signing  cabinet"  has 
been  disposed  of.

CINCINNATI.  O..  May  11.— The 
British  coal  miners’  strike  situation 
“Indicates  clearly  that  organised  la- 
bor in  America  has  little  to  learn  from 
the  British  trade  union  movement,” 
Matthew  Woll,  vice-president  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor,  de- 
clared in  a statement  at  the  opening 
of  today’s  session  of  the  federation's 
executive  oounciL  * 

“British  labor  will  soon  realise  the 
danger  of  converting  economic  ahd 
Industrial  questions  into  political 
issues,”  Mr.  Woll  declared. 

“The  English  Ihbor  leaders  have 
failed  to  see  that  to  throw  purely 
economic  questions  Into  the  parlia- 
mentary arena  is  to  oonvert  questions 
of  difference  between  employers  and 
workers  into  issues  between  pro- 
ducers and  consumers  Those  entrust- 
ed with  government  power  always 
seek  the  favor  of  the  large  masses 
that  are  easily  aroused  and  whose 
Judgment  is  easily  cast  Inters  plastic 
mould. 

“While  the  miners*  strike  is  col- 
ored largely  with  political  tendencies 
and  Issues  It  is  clearly  without  the 
tinge  of  a revolutionary  objective.” 

The  failure  of  the  miners  to  safe- 
guard the  mines  during  the  strike, 
Mr.  Woll  characterised  as  an  unfav- 
orable error  on  the  part  of  the  miners. 

The  collapse  of  the  Triple  Alliance 
Is  not  an  occasion  for  surprise,  he 
added.  Sympathetic  actions,  of  what- 
ever nature,  must  have  for  their  con- 
tinued support  strong  moral  prin- 
ciples. The  miners,  by  their  attitude 
in  permitting  the  deterioration  of  the 
mines,  destroyed  the  sympathetic 
bond  essential  to  large  maae  move- 
ments.

A motion  by  the  King,  presented  to 
the  registrar  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Canada  to  affirm  the  Judgment  of 
this  oourt  was  refused. 

Then  the  King  presented  a motion 
today  before  the  full  Supreme  CouH 
of  Canada  by  way  of  appeal  from  the 
registrar’s  decision,  alleging  that  the 
Supremo  Court  of  Canada  has  Juris- 
diction to  hear  the  case.  And,  In  an- 
other case  between  the  same  parties, 
where  the  liquor  company  was  con- 
victed and  where  the  conviction  was 
upheld  by  the  trial  judge  and  by  the 
appellate  division  of  Alberta,  the  King 
presented  a motion  to  quash  the  ap* 
peal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada 
for  wnat  of  jurisdiction. 

Judgment  was  rendered  dismissing 
the  first  motion  and  allowing  the 
second. 

When  the  case  of  Gold  Seal,  Ltd:, 
vs.  Dominion  Express  Company — the 
case  in  which  the  validity  of  the  pro- 
hibition law  In  Alberta  is  being  con- 
tested— came  up  In  the  Supreme 
Court  this  morning,  A.  A.  McOllll- 
vray,  counsel  for  the  appellants,  ar- 
gued that  the  prohibition  provision  in 
the  prairie  provinces  did  not  conform 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Canada  Tem- 
perance Act  as  amended. 

It  was  at  the  root  of  the  matter,  he 
contended,  that  the  provision  should 
indicate  a definite  day  on  which  the 
law  should  become  effective.  Under 
the  provisions,  as  drawn,  it  was  left 
so  that  the  Governar-In-Conncll  could 
bring  prohibition  Into  force  wheneve*- 
they  thought  fit.  Another  point  em- 
phasised by  Mr.  McGillivray  was  that 
one  of  the  shipments  Involved  was 
from  Alberta  into  Manitoba.  As  the 
prohibition  law  had  to  do  with  Im- 
porting, obviously  the  export  of  liquor 
from  the  shipping  province  was  not 
affected. 

The  prohibition  laws,  he  held,  were 
ultra*  vires  on  the  count  that  they 
conflicted  with  trade  and  commerce 
regulations.  As  exportation  of  liquor 
to  points  where  It  may  lawfully  be 
received  was  not  denied,  therefore 
there  remained  the  right  to  bring  In 
liquor  for  re-export  to  such  points. 
Amendment  153  of  the  Canada  Tem- 
perance Act,  Mr.  McGillivray  sub- 
mitted, had  provided  for  a prohibition 
law  being  brought  into  effect  if  a 
majority  of  the  voters  in  all  the  elec- 
toral districts  declared  In  favor. 

“AH'*  he  Interpreted  in  this  case  to 
mean  each  and  every  district.  It 
might  well  be  that  In  framing  the 
law  It  had  not  been  desired  to  force 
the  will  of  one  large  section  upon  an- 
other., 

H.  H.  Parle*.  for  the  Intervenant, 
submitted  that  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment could  legislate  for  a particular 
section  of  Canada  on  matters  which 
were  not  within  the  scope  of  Section 
12  of  the  British  Ng-th  America  Act.

PATRONAGE  SYSTEM 


OTTAWA.  May  II.— Dr.  K.  M. 
Coulter,  Deputy  I ’iximutor  General. 
»»*  on  the  aland  before  ike  *i>ccl*l 
committee  on  Civil  Service  Act 
amendments  last  evening-  Dr.  Coni* 
ter  said  there  was  a total  of  38,000 
employees  in  the  l'<Mufflc«  Depart- 
ment. Including  rural  postmasters. 
Dr.  Coulter  declared  the  old  system 
of  appointing  postmasters  by  patroo- 
age  worked  as  weil  as  the  present 
system,  and  was  much  quicker. 

Dr.  Coulter  said  there  bad  been 
Inconveniences  through  delay  In  ap- 
pointing postmasters.  Ninety -five  per 
cent  of  the  appointments  made  under 
patronage  were  good  ones,  because 
the  members  who  recommended  them 
were  responsible. 

Dr.  Roche,  chairman  of  the  com- 
mission, explained  the  method  by 
which  rural  postmasters  were  ap- 
pointed. Some  3.800  appointments 
of  postmasters  had  been  made  by  the 
commission.  In  one  case  a post  office 
Inspector  had  declined  to  make  a rec- 
ommendation, stating  that  a member 
of  parliament  had  sought  to  Influence 
his  judgment  between  the  candidates 
for  the  office.  It  was  exceptional  for 
delays  to  occur  which  were  contrary 
to  the  publio  Interest.

LONDON,  May  11. — Germany's  un- 
conditional acceptance  of  the  Entente 
reparation  term*  was  delivered  to 
Prime  Minister  Lloyd  George  by  Dr. 
Sthamer,  German  Minister  to  Great 
Britain  here. 

BERLIN,  May  11. — Germany’s  re- 
ply, to  the  Allied  ultimatum,  accept- 
ing the  terms  laid  down  by  the  Allied 
Supreme  Council  In  London,  le  con- 
fined to  a repetition  of  the  exact 
terms  of  the  decisions  of  the  Allies 
with  regard  to  guarantees,  disarma- 
ment, the  trial  of  war  criminals,  and 
financial  conditions.  The  reply  states 
that  Germany  adheres  uncondition- 
ally to  these  conditions.  ' 

This  reply  was  sent  to  the  Allied 
capitals  after  the  cabinet  headed  by 
Dr.  Julius  Wlrth,  the  new  Chancellor, 
had  received  what  amounted  to  a 
vote  of  confidence  in  the  Reichstag 
last  night. 

The  Allied  demands,  in  brief,  were 
payment  by  June  1 of  the  one  billion 
gold  marks  due  May  1;  trial  of  Ger- 
man officers  and  soldiers  accused  of 
crimes  during  the  war;  complete 
disarmament  of  the  military,  naval 
and  aerial  arms  of  German’s  ser- 
vice; and  the  ultimate  payment  of 
133,730.000,000  In  reparations.  The 
reparation  obligation  would  be  paid 
in  Instalments  of  approximately 
$483,000,000  a year.  In  addition  to 
25  per  cent  of  the  value  of  Germany's 
exports.

MONTREAL,  May  11.— — "It  appears 
! to  me  piat  the  Finance  Minister  has 
worked  out  the  matter  with  a clear 
view  and  in  a concise  way,”  said  F. 
W.  Stewart,  chairman  of  the  Montreal 
branch  of  the  Canadian  Manufac- 
turers’ Association,  discussing  the 
budget. 

"The  sales  tax  Is  really  the  basis  on 
which  taxation  will  affect  the  con- 
sumer ths  least.  The  consumer  does 
not  absorb  It,  and  by  showing  It  sep- 
arately on  the  Invoice  no  advance  Is 
.added  to  It.  The  change  In  connec- 
tion with  the  dumping  clause  is  only 
fair  to  the  Canadian  manufacturer, 
and  will  prevent  slaughter  or  distress 
prices  on  Import  goods — a most 
stable  effect.” 

"From  the  Importer's  point  of  view 
the  Increased  sales  tax  seemed  to  be 
heavy,"  said  P.  I.  Spielman,  president 
of  the  Canadian  Association  of  Brit- 
ish Manufacturers,  and  their  repre- 
sentative. He  said  that  the  Increase 
of  the  sales  tax  from  1 per  cent  to  2 4 
per  cent  and  4 per  cent  would  have 
an  effect  on  some  lines  of  goods  Im- 
ported from  the  Old  Country. 

A 20  per  cent  drop  in  the  price  of 
possibly  every  class  of  candy  will  be 
the  result  of  the  new  budget  pro- 
posals. according  to  the  William 
Lowney  Company  of  Cankda. 

The  Information  communicated  so 
fsr  ss  regards  the  budget  provisions 
has  left  the  sugar  refiners  of  the  city 
somewhat  at  sea.  "I  do  not  think  it 
will  amount  to  anything  big  enough 
to  affect  the  retail  market."  an  official 
of  one  of  the  refineries  said. 

The  flvs-cent  glass  of  beer,  long

Great  hope  for  the  gradual  exer- 
tion of  a steadying  Influence  on  eco- 
nomic condition*  In  Europe  and  the 
world  Ilea  In  Germany**  acceptance  of 
the  Allle*’  ultimatum  affecting  repar- 
ation*. It  would  be  premature  to  »ay 
that  even  for  the  time  being  the  la»t 
obatacle  to  difference*  between  Ger- 
many and  her  former  enemfea  ha* 
been  removed,  but  at  leant  there  l* 
promise  of  a restoration  of  financial 
confidence,  and  the  proepect  of  the 
Allle*  having  to  embark  on  large  ex- 
penditure* by  enlarging  their  policy 
of  occupation  ha*  been  obviated.  The 
German  aurrender,  well  within  the 
time  limit  set  by  the  AIM**,  appear* 
to  justify-,  the  course  the  latter  have 
pursued  and  will  * strengthen  the 
hand*  pf  their  government*.  The 
only  difficulty  now  He*  In  overcoming 
the  Klillennea*  and  obduracy  of  the 
German  people,  who  will  realize  that 
the  ultlmalupo/  wa a accepted  by  a 
compromise  ministry,  pieced  together 
for  the  purpose,  and  only  successful 
In  obtaining  a comparatively  slim 
majority  lu  tha  Reichstag. 

The  Allies,  through  the  nature  of 
their  ultimatum;  have  ehown  Ger- 
many they  poseeas  the  power  and 
authority  to  enforce  guarantees  that 
reparation  will  be  made  fn  full.  Ho 
long  a*  Germany  believe#  these  can 
be  imposed  at  any  time  she  wtll  ad- 
here to  the  terms  which  she  has  now 
accepted.  The  decision  was  reached 
without  any  mediation  on  the  part  of 
the  United  States,  and  In  th*  end  it 
may  prove  a good  thing  that 
Washington  was  not  Injected  Into 
the  settlement.  On  their  part  the 
Alllee  fiave  an  obligation  to  per- 
form towards  Germany,  and  that 
la  to  see  that  the  reeult  of  the 
recent  plebiscite  In  Silesia  Is  im- 
plemented. The  Insurgent  movement 
there  must  be  repressed  and  the  ap- 
plication of  the  Treaty  of  Versailles 
enforced.  Germany  expects  no  less, 
and  the  Allies  cannot  refuse.  In  a 
broad  sense  the  effect  of  Germany's 

• 

acceptance  of  the  reparation  terms 
will  ho  world  wide  and  of  particular 
beriofit  to  th*  Industrial  situation 
everywhere.  It  is  a step  In  tho  direc- 
tion of  ths  solution  of  thb  unemployed 
question  and  pne  that  will  bo  wel- 
comed. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

Canon  Illnchliffe,  following  a visit 
to  Trsnquille  Sanitarium  and  a study 
of  Condition*  there,  has  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment's efforts  to  fight  tuberculosis 
will  be  wasted  unlese  there  is  a pre- 
j ventlve  system  devised.  At  the  time 
" the  Government's  policy  of  taking 
over  Bmnquill#  was  under  dlscuaslon 
In  thp  Legislature  this  newspaper 
pointed  out  that  th*  propoeal  was 
entirely  Inadequate  If  It  alone  was  In- 
tended to  systematise  th*  first  against 
the  spread  of  the  disease.  Wo  pointed 
out  then  that  It  la  a well  known  fact 
that  sanitaria  fail  to  cure  a large 
proportion  of  those  accepted  for 
treatment,  and  that  other*  are  dis- 
charged as  apparently  cured,  of 
whom  a large  proportion  speedily 
again  fall  victims  to  th*  disease.  Any 
Government,  therefore,  which  takee 
olit  of  th*  hand*  of  private  or  philan- 
thropic enterprise  the  car*  and  pre- 
vantlon  of  tuberculosis  la  only  touch- 
ing the  (ring*  of  th*  great  problem 
by  aoqulrlng  a aingl*  aanltarltth  for 
tha  treatment  of  Incipient  oaaee. 

Although  at  the  time  but  little  at- 
tention was  paid  to  the  plea  put  for- 
ward }y  this  nswspaper,  we  feel  sure 
that  tha  course  of  events  will  Justify 
tha  criticism  of  th*  Governmsnt's 
policy  that  was  advanced.  Canon 
Hlncht^e  ha*  had  tha  opportunity 
for  obtaining  first  hand  Information, 
and  Is  positive  In  hla  assertions  that 
the  Government's  policy,  so  4*r  as  It 
means  th*  fighting  of  tuberculoels, 
will  prove  nugatory-  If  there  la  to  be 
a State  programme  for  combatting 
th*  disease,  then  tt  should  be  an  ade- 
quate one,  and  a responsibility  will 
rest  on  the  Government  both  to  cure 
a consumptive  and  to  keep  him  or 
her  In  a favorable  condition  so  that 
they  may  not  beoom*  a menace  to 
tho  rest  of  th*  community.  The 
Government  surely  has  gon#  some- 
what aerloualy  Into  th*  question,  or 
els*  tt  would  never  have  embarked  on 
the  policy  of  taking  over  Tranqullle. 
In  that  case  It  must  know  that  the 
three  months  or  so  during  wbleh  the 
average  patient  Is  under  fairly  strict 
medical  supervision  at  a sanitarium  Is 
raraly  suOlclant  for  anyone  with 
tubercle  bacilli  In  th*  lungs  to  lose 
then.  Th*  Government,  since  It  ha* 
entered  the  medical  arena,  may.  If  tt 
wkly,  leave  It  to  the  patient  after 
discharge  from  tha  sanitarium  to 
complete  the  eur*  by  th*  observance 
of  certain  simple  essentials,  but  rash 
a ooume  has  been  tried  In  th*  pest 
with  111  soocees. 

The  Government,  too.  elnoe  It  Is 
mgsglng  In  n policy  to  mitigate  the 
•prdud  of  tuberculoels,  has  a duty  to 
perform  In  providing  n separate  tnstl- 
uttOn  for  Incurable  osses.  At  present 
it  merely  gives  a per  eepltn  grant  to 
1 he  "hospitals,  but  tubercular  patients 
should  bs  la  Isolated  surroundings 


and  In  a specially  ckpeert  locality,  for 

otherwise  there  Is  always  a danger 
of  the  disease  being  communicated. 
Either  the  Government  admits  this. 
or  el*4  It  acknowledges  that  It  la  not 
engaged  in  the  policy  of  fighting 
tuberculosis  that  has  been  widely 
heralded,  but  la  merely  looking  after 
Incipient  cases  In  Just  th*  came  way, 
and  no  better,  than  they  have  been 
cared  for  in  this  Province  before,  (t 
Is  undoubted  that  the  task  of  fighting 
tuberculosis,  even  among  such  a smull 
population  a 0 British  Columbia  hag 
will  be  an  expensive  one,  but  the 
people  hope  that  ultimately,  if  not  at 
once,  the  Government  will  engage 
In  the  duty.  Canon  Hlnohllffe,  after 
giving  the  question  some  study,  will 
no  doubt  raise  It  at  th*  next  session 
pf  the  Legislature.  By  that  time  the 
public  will  hope  that  some  real  polity 
dealing  with  the  whole  problem,  and 
not  merely  temporarily  with  the  in- 
cipient caaas,  will  have  been  devised 
by  the  Government. 

PROGRKH8  ON  BRIDGE 

Alderman  Hangater  and  every  mem- 
ber of  th*  City  Council  should  ^»*1- 
coihe  with  enthusiasm  any  steps  ^iat 
can  be  taken  which  will  act  as  a 
check  on  the  cost  of  the  Johnson 
Street  bridge  being  kept  within  th* 
original  estimate  and  within  the  sum 
that  Is  available  for  Its  construction. 
Now  Is  the  time  to  give  the  progress 
of  the  work  the  full  light  of  publicity, 
to  examine  the  costs  that  have  ac- 
crued up  to  date,  to  see  that  any  mis- 
takes in  construction  are  rectified,  to 
insure  agalnet  any  experiment*  prov- 
ing too  costly*  and  thus  to  safeguard 
the  Interests  of  the  cltlsens.  The 
work  is  admittedly,  proceeding  very 
glowly,  yet  well  over  9100,000  has 
bsen  expended,  so  that  there  is  every 
Justification  for  asking,  not  only  that 
the  reports  on  progress  should  be 
submitted  to  the  City  Council,  but 
also  that  they  should  be  regarded  as 
satisfactory  by  th*  Public  Work*  De- 
partment of  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment and  to  the  engineers  of  the  E. 
and  N.  Railway  Company. 

Neither  Alderman  Sangster,  nor,  so 
far  as  w*  know,  any  of  th#  members 
of  th*  City  Council,  are  experts  In 
bridge  construction.  The  City  En- 
gineer may  be  fully  satisfied  with  the 
construction,  so  far  as  it  has  proceed- 
ed, but  then  he  has  not  been  in 
charge  of  a similar  work  before,  so 
that  he  should  ask  for  and  welcome 
the  co-operation  of  the  Provincial 
Government  and  the  C.  P.  R.  engin- 
eering department.  The  public,  on 
their  part,  are  unaware  of  technical 
details.  They  do  not  even  know  how 
much  of  the  money  already  expended 
has  gone  Into  plant,  nor  are  they 
aware  If  the  City  Engineer's  estimate 
on  the  erection  of  the  superstructure 
Is  going  t«  Include  the  cost  of  plant 
which  the  city  would  have  to  pur- 
chase If  It  undertakes  (hat  work  it- 
self.

The  very 
moment,  If  ever,  it  becomes  apparent 
that  progress  expenditure  and  the 
rate  of  construction  afford  any  doubt 
that  the  total  cost  will  not  be  kept 
Within  the  original  estimate  It  will  be 
the  duty  of  th*  Council  to  call  in  the 
service*  of  an  engineering  expert.

From  this  Mr.  Parsons  tries  to  prove 
that  we  sr*  quite  righL  in  keeping 
I the  Sabbath  on  Sunday,  notwith- 
I standing  the  fact  that  the  Lord  ap- 
pointed Saturday  for  that  purpose.

000  a year  for  fifty  years  for  lumber 
alone.  If  the  spruce,  balsam  and 
hemlock  were  manufactured  Into 
paper  Instead  of  lumber  the  payroll 
would  be  much  more.

Victorias  delegates  to  the  meeting 
of  the  director*  of  the  Pacific  North- 
west Tourist  Association,  held  In  Van- 
couver Tuesday,  returned  to  the  city 
yesterday.  Those  In  the  party  were 
Aid.  A.  E.  Todd,  honorary  president 
of  the  association;  Messrs.  J.  H. 
Fletcher.  Joshua  Kingham  and  George 
Naden,  all  directors,  and  George 
1.  Warren,  vice-president  of  the  Vic- 
toria and  Island  Development  As- 
sociation. 

A tentative  budget  for  the  coming 
ten  months  amounting  to  $I5,((&  was 
agreed  upon  at  the  meeting,  which 
endorsed  Portland's  bid  for  the 
World's  Fair  in  1925. 

Mr.  P.  H Watt,  of  Seattle,  was 
elected  vice-president  for  the  State 
of  Washington  In  place  of  Mr.  R.  L. 
Sparger,  whose  resignation  was  ac- 
cepted with  regret.

"In  return  for  the  favors  It  be- 
stowed the  fetish  demanded  adora- 
tion, and  among  some  tribes  it  was 
frequently  smeared  with  oblations  of 
blood  from  animals  slain  in  hunting, 
as  it  was  believed  this  kept  It  alive 
and  strengthened  its  occult  power.  If 
the  fetleh  were  the  representation  of 
a bird  or  animal.  It  was  supposed  to 
transfer  to  the  possessor  some  of  its 
special  characteristics,  as  swiftness  In 
flight  if  a hawk,  silence  tn  movement 
If  an  owl.  or  expertness  In  dodging  if 
a dragonfly. 

"Of  all  the  animals  none  was  such 
iktoni  medicine'  as  the  buffalo,  for 
was  he  not  nat-o-ye,  a word  which 
may  be  translated  as  ‘having  sun 
power"  or  more  properly  'sacred.’ 
Every  good  thing  as  vas  well  known 
— success  In  war,  In  the  chase,  health, 
long  life,  all  happiness — came  by  the 
pow:er  of  the  sun.  and  according  to 
the  stories  told  by  the  old  men,  had 
not  the  sun  himself  said,  ‘Of  all  the 
animals  I like  the  buffalo  b«tr  He  is 
for  the  t people.  To  him  I give  my 
power.*  He  who  had  the  good  for- 
tune to  posaeas  buffalo  medicine  was 
therefore  a happy  warrior,  for  he 
wps.  he  knew,  assured  of  good  health, 
vitality,  abundance  of  food  and  nie- 
ce jb  In  life. 

"The  enclosed  charm  is  ‘buffalo 
medicine.’  Tt  symbolises  sun  power. 
It  comes  to  you  from  the  Canadian 
National  Parka  with  the  hope  that 
you  may,  during  yogr  stay  In  the 
parks,  derive  some  of  tho  magic 
power  which  the  sun  bestows  upon 
all  who  visit  hla  Lodge-of-the-Oreat- 
Ouldoors.  and  that  you  inay  take 
away  with  you  new  health,  vitality 
and  Inspiration  as  a talisman  against 
the  future.  In  this  connection  you  are 
reminded  of  the  habits  of  our  rsd 
brothers  while  In  the  woods,  for  the 
Indian  built  his  Are  on  sandy  oc 
rocky  places,  watched  It  carefully  and 
was  vigilant  jo  see  t that  no  stray 
spark  endangered  the’ trees,  which  he 
worshipped  as  the  dwelling  place  of 
living  spirits.  If  the  forest  Is  not.  as 
he  believed,  peopled  with  spirits,  it 
is  still  the  home  of  myriads  of  ‘glanc- 
ing wings  and  softly  pattering  feet.’ 
Although  you  may-  not  see  them,  as 
you  pass  along  the  trails  or  sit  by  the 
campfires,  ‘brfewn  bright  eyee  peep 
out  from  every  brake.’  A single 
match  or  a neglected  lire  may  destroy 
thousands  of  wild  homes  besides  scar- 
ring irretrievably  the  living  mantle  of 
green  which'  clothes  the  mountains 
with  beauty.  If  you  will  'remember 
this,  tho  magic  of  this  little  charm 
will  be  doubly  powerful,  for  It  will 
bring  good  luck  and  happiness  not 
only  to  yourself,  but  will  ensure  that 
through  you  no  III  luck  will  come  to 
these  parks,  which  seem  to  have  been 
designed  ’by  Napi  the  Creator  to  be 
the  happy  playgrounds  of  thousands 
Of  Hla  children  for  all  ttme  to  come.

Reminders  to  Campers 


Saanich  Council  Considers 
Amendments  Presented  by 
Clerk  Cowper  — Councillor 
Fights  “Street  Prohibition" 


The  Victoria  and  , Island  Develop- 
ment Association  is  In  receipt  of  a 
package  of  moet  interesting  little 
charms  from  • the  Dominion  Parks 
Commissioner,  Mr.  J.  B.  Harkin. 
These  charms  ars  mads  of  aluminum, 
« tamped  most  appropriately  with  a 
buffalo  and  setting  sun  and  bearing 
the  mottoes  of  the  Canadian  National 
Parks,  mottoes  which  have  bean 
adopted  In  all  these  great  playgrounds 
it  the  world. 

As  hundreds  of  -campers  pass 
‘.h rough  tho  office  of  ths  Development 
Association  Avery  year. these  charms 
will  be  distributed  among  them,  with 
the  hope  that  they  will  be  a remind- 
er of  tho  care  necessary  In  lighting 
Ares,  so  that  flames’  may  not  spread 
and  prove  m menace  to  the  natural 
beauties  of  our  camping  spots. 

The  charms  are  wrapped  In  a leaf- 
let. upon  which  le  printed  the  follow- 
ing explanation,  and  the  whole  Is 
encased  In  an  Imitation  leather  case 
vlth  a crest  upon  It: 

"Buffalo  Medicine" 

"Among  the  American  Indians  the 
poasesslon  of  a fetish'  was  believed 
(o  Insure  extreme  good  fortune.  Next 
to  the  ‘tutelar*,  or  guardian  spirit 
nothing  had  such  magic  power.  The 
tutelar,  usually  an  animal,  appeared 
to  the  Indian  youth  In  a dream  after 
prolonged  vigil  agd  fasting,  and 
thenceforward  became  his  protector 
through  life.  The  fetlsn  he  might 
find.  Inehrlt  cr  oven  acquire  by  barter. 
What  It  was  was  of  little  Importance. 
It  might  be  any  object,  however  In- 
congruous, though  usually  something 
• mull  and  easily  portable,  such  as  -a 
bone,  a feather,  a carved  or  pointed 
Mick.  » curious  concretion  or  fossil,  or 
the  flguiins  of  an  animal  or  bird.  Its 
Importance  lay  in  the  fact  that  by 
some  mysterious  agency  this  object 
had  becotpe  possessed  of  conscious- 
ness. vc  lit  Ion  and  immortal  itfe,  and 
< specially  orenda  or  magic  power 
tvhlch  enabled  It  to  holp  Its  possessor 
to  achieve  his  alms,  safeguard  him  In 
their  pursuit,  and  to  protect  him  from 
harm  and  disease.

Suggested  amendments  to  the 
Pound  By-Law,  wCre  laid  before  the 
Saanich  Council  Tuesday  night  by 
Clerk  Cowper  in  rough  form.  They 

were  as  follows; 

• "All  cattle  straying,  depasturing  or 
trespassing  on  any  street,  lane,  high- 
way, boulevard,  park  or  public*  place 
within  the  limits  of  the  municipality 
shall  be  Impounded. 

"Any  cattle  being  driven  over  the 
roads,  lanes  or  other  highways  in  the 
municipality  at  a speed  of  lens  than 
two  and  one  half  miles  per  hour  shall 
be  impounded., 

"AH  cattle'  shall  be  securely  teth- 
ered on  any  property  not  fenced  or 
otherwise  enclosed  or  surrounded  so 
as  to  protect  the  same  from  escaping 
therefrom  on  to  the  highways,  roads, 
streets  and  public  places  of  the  mun- 
icipality or  from  trespassing  on  pri- 
vate property,  and  any  of  said  cattle 
not  no  tethered  shall  be  Impounded. 

"Upon  complaint  of  the  owner  of 
property,  any  cattle  trespassing  upon 
VtU  private  property  shall  be  Im- 
pounded, and  the  owner  of  such  cat- 
tle shall  In  addition  to  the  payment 
of  all  other  charges  under  this  by- 
law, pay  the  amount  of  damage 
caused  by  such  trespass  before  the 
cattle  are  released.  Provided,  how- 
ever, that  if  the  amount  claimed  as 
damages  exceeds  the  sum  of  $5.  the 
owner  of  the  cattle  shall,  in  case  of 
dispute  of  the  amount  of  such  dam- 
age, be  at'liberty  to  give  bond  for  the 
amount  of  damage  claimed,  pending 
adjustment.” 

Councillor  Vantreight  made  a 
strong  attack  on  the  Council's  pres- 
ent policy  of  enforcing  the  Pound  By- 
Law,  thus  prohibiting  grazing  on

Matter,  But  Government 
Sanctions  Balm  to  Former 
Utilities  Commissioner

More  Speed— A.New  Gear 


While  the  motion  of  Premier  Oli- 
ver, on  the  final  day  of  the  recent 
sesalon,  side-tracked  the  report  of 
the  select  committee  of  the  Legisla- 
ture named  to  Investigate  the  claim  of 
Major  Retatlack,  former  Public  Utili- 
ties Commissioner,  for  financial  con- 
sideration consequent  upon  tho  early 
abolitlgn  of  that  office,  and  the  House 
was  given  no  opportunity  to  pass 
upon  the  merits  of  the  com  mitt.  <»*■ 
recommendation  favoring  payment  to 
Major  Retallack  of  $1,875,  the  Gov- 
ernment has  authorized  payment  of 
the  amount  by  an  order-in-councll  re- 
cently passed  following  Premier  Oli- 
vet's departure  for  the  Hast. 

The  claim  of  Major  Retallack  was 
pw>«ented  to  the  Government  last 
year,  but  instead  of  acting  thereon 
off  Its  own  bat,  so  to  speak,  the  Gov- 
ernment decided  that  the  matter  was 
one  that  should  be  left  to  the  Legisla- 
ture to  decide.  Accordingly,  at  tl)e 
recent  session  a selegt  committee  of 
the  House  was  namod  to  Investigate 
the  claim,  Mr.  11.  G^. Perry,  Liberal 
member  for  Fort  Oe'orge  riding,  be- 
ing chairman. 

Major  Retallack  was  before  the 
committee  and  gave  evidence  ii>  his 
own  behalf,  sotting  forth  the  financial 
loss  he  alleged  he  had  suffered 
through  accepting  the  office  of  Public 
Utilities  Commissioner  and  the  $7,500 
Salary  that  went  with  it.  . 

It  will  be  remembered  that  within 
a comparatively  abort  time  after  be- 
ing appointed  the  reasons  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  commission  were 
eliminated  by  the  withdrawal  from 
the  supervision  of  the  commission  of 
the  B.  C,  Telephone  Compsny  and  the 
B.  C.  Electric  Company,  leaving  the 
commission  (ilgh  and  dry.  with  prac- 
tically no  excuse  for  Us  existence. 
Major  Retallack  took  umbrage  at  the 
action  of  the  Government  In  abolish- 
ing the  office,  and  asserted  that  he  )iad 
been  led  to  expect  by  the  Premier  that 
the  position  would  be  his  for  at  leas? 
ten  years.  Hence  his  claim  for  finan- 
cial consideration. 

The  report  of  the  select  committee 
of  the  House  was  presented  on  the 
final  d.i y of  the  recent  seaslon  by  the 
chairman.  Mr.  Perry.  Premier  Oliver 
amoved  the  adjournment  of  the  de- 
bate uron  Mr.  Perry's  motion  to 
adopt  the  committee's  report  until 
the  "next  sitting  of  the  House."  But 
that  was  g method  of  slde-traeklng 
the  report,  for  there  was  no  neat  sit- 
ting. the  House  proroging  that  asms 
day.  In  consequence,  the  House  had 
re  opportunity  to  pass  upon  the 
merits  of  the'  report  or  direct  what 
action  should  be  taken  as  It  was  In- 
tended It  should  have  the  power  to  do 
when  the  Government  urged  tt  to 
name  the*  select  committee. 

But  while  this  Legislative  sanction 
for  payment  was  not v forthcoming 
from  (he  Legislature,  the  Govern  • 
meat,  since  the  session  ended,  has  ap- 
pr»*vtd  of  the  payment  of  the  $1,175 
which  the  committee  found  Us  tor  Mi- 
tails* k should  he  granted,  and  the 
#< dcr.in. council  authorising  the  p.iy. 
r nit  was  passed.

Private  Secretaries  of  Ministers 
Government  Will  Gome  Under 
Superannuation  Act

A change  in  the  statu#  of  private 
secretaries  of  ministers  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Government  is  apparently  to 
be  made.  Heretofore  such  Individuals 
have  been  recognised  as  purely  politi- 
cal appointments,  a principle  . which 
haa  be  enunciated  on  the  floor  of 
the  I^gialature  by  members  of  the 
Government. 

But  now  by  order-in-councll  recent- 
ly passed  such  secretaries  are  to  be 
brouglu  under  the  operations  of  the 
Superannuation  Act  which  applies  to 
members  of  tho  Provincial  service, 
and  wauld  indicate  that  it  Is  proposed 
to  make  such  political  appointees 
members  of  the  permanent  civil  serv- 
ice staff. 

When  the  Civil  Service  Act  wee 
under  discussion  In  the  House  In  1817 
ttih  status  of  secretaries  of  Mlnistsrs 
of  tbs  Crown  was  canvassed.  It  was 
then  definitely  stated  by  the  then  Pre- 
mier and  subsequently  reiterated, 
that  private  secretaries  were  political 
appointments  purely,  and  their  em- 


ployment ceased  with  that  of  ths  min- 
ister unless  succeeding  ministers  saw- 
fit  to  retain  them,  but  the  protection 
afforded  by  the  Civil  Service  Act  as 
to  employment  was  not  to  apply  to 
thslr  cases. 

The  new  arrangement  would  appear 
to  altar  their  status  and  seek  to  bring 
the  secretaries  within  the  scop*  of  the 

act.

By  the  terms  of  the  order  tbe  Sec- 
retary of  State  of  Canada  was  named 
as  the  Custodian  of  such  property, 
and  all  property  belonging  on  Jan- 
uary 16,  1626,  .to  enemy  aliens  war 
declared  to  be  the  property  of  Can- 
ada. and  thereafter  vested  la  Use  Cus- 
todian. 

As  the  order  has  been  Interpreted 
and  enforced  hitherto  It  offsets  only 
those  enemy  aliens  who  wore  in- 
terned and  deportodT  or  who  other- 
wise left  Canada  during  the  war.

An  advertisement  recently  appear- 
ing In  the  local  press.  Inserted  at  tha 
Instance  of  ths  Custodian  of  Enemy 
Alien  Property,  and  calling  for  ten- 
ders for  th*  purqhaae  of  three  lots  In 
ths  Victoria  district,  formerly  th* 
property  of  Carl  Loewenberg,  for 
twenty  years  German  Consul  In  Vic- 
toria, revives  Interest  both  in  a once 
well-known  figure  of  the  city's  com- 
mercial and  social  life,  und  in  ths 
present  status  of  property  In  this 
country  formerly  owned  by  the  late 
enemies  of  Canada. 

Carl  Loewenberg  left  Victoria  In 
May,  1614,  for  a visit  to  Germany, 
H#  had  Intended  to  return  In  ths  fol- 
lowing September;  and  the  outbreak 
of  war  found  him  on  German  soil, 
where  he  remained  during  the  war, 
and  whence,  aa  far  aa  la  known,  ha 
ha a not  alnce  departed.  - 

At  that  time  and  for  jwenty  years 
previous  he  was  tha  Gerpuui  Consul 
in  Victoria.  He  was  engaged  aa  a 
wholesaler  and  general  Importer,  with 
warehouse  and  offices  on  Wharf 
gtrset,  for  nearly  26  years  prior  to 
the  outbreak  of  war.  During  the  riot 
which  broke  out  here  on  the  receipt 
of  ths  news  of  the  torpedoing  of  th* 
Lusitania  by  the  Germans  th*  mob 
brok*  into  Loewenberg'#  warehouse 
and  aim  ply  wrecked  It  and  Us  con- 
tents. 

Hi*  association  with  this  city  went 
back  even  further  than  that.  He  was 
th*  nephew  of  Ld.  Loewenberg.  on* 
of  th#  pioneer  real  estate  men  M 
Victoria,  the  firm  In  the  later  years 
of  Its  history  being  known  as  Loe- 
wenberg. Harris  A Co.  Aa  a young 
man  Oarl  Loewenberg  was  on  th# 
staff  of  a New  Westminster  bank.  He 
went  back  to  Germany  to  aarve  his 
allotted  term  In  the  German  army, 
was  afterwards  in  bostnesa  for  a 
short  time  at  Bordeaux.  Francs,  and 
ultimately  returned  to  taka  up  th* 
consular  and  osmmsnMI  business 
which  wax  only  terminated  by  the 
war.

under  which,  for  years  past,  he  has 
operated  in  the  United  States,  In  the 
couree  of  which  he  haa  served  years 
behind  the  bare.  Turner,  inciden- 
tally, ran  foul  of  the  Victoria  police 
about  three  yeare  ago,  when  he  waa 
arrested  here  with  one  Swanson  and 
a woman. 

Turner,  following  the  robbery  in 
Vancouver,  waa  rapidly  rounded  up 
by  the  police  there.  His  daring  meth- 
od* were  shown  by  the  manner  in 
which  he  committed  the  theft.  He 
entered  the  fur  company's  premises 
about  6 a.m.  and  secured  the  furs, 
which  he  deposited  at  a rear  door. 
Then,  going  to  a taxi  stand,  he  poked 
a revolver  at  the  man  In  charge  and 
ordered  him  to  drive  to  the  fur  com- 
pany's premises,  where  he  loaded  the 
furs  into  the  motor  and  forced  the 
driver  to  drive  him  to  a secluded  spot 
In  Burnaby.  The  driver  was  then  al- 
lowed to  depart,  and  he  made  haste 
to  the  Vancouver  police  headquarters, 
where  he  reported  the  occurrence. 
I-Ater  police  went  to  the  point  in 
Burnaby  where  the  taxi  driver  let  Off 
hla  fare,  and  a search  soon  located 
. Turner  and  the  furs. 

When  arrested  hare  three  years 
»fo.  Turner  and  his  two  companions 
were  staying  at  a downtown  hotel.  In 
hla  suitcase  were  found  a policeman's 
revolver,  billet,  searchlight  and  other 
paraphernalia  commonly  carried  by 
constables.  He  waa  charged  with  be- 
ing in  posaeealon  of  a revolver,  and 
later  the  three  were  ordered  to  leave 
the  city,  going  to  Reatpe.  The  police 
of  the  latter  City  were  notified,  and  cn 
arrival  there  Turner  and  hla  com- 
panions were  taken  In  charge  and 
Turner  waa  charged  with  the  bur- 
gfary  of  a residence  of  one  of  the 
members  of  the  Seattle  force,  the  gun 
and  other  articles  found  In  his  pos- 
session here  being  proved  to  have 
beeif  stolen  from  the  residence.  He 
was  “given  a minimum  term  of  two 
and  a half  years,  and  apparently  he 
has  been  out  of  Jail  but  a compara- 
tively short  time. 

Turner’s  record  os  set  forth  In  Vic- 
toria police  records,  shows  him  to 
have  served  a term  of  from  one  to 
Pfteen  years  In  a penitentiary  In  the 
Rtfctes  for  robbery,  with  numerous 
shorter  terms  in  various  states.  He 
le  described  as  a bad  man,  and  his 
record  bears  out  that  description. 

The  Vancouver  police  finger-printed 
him  after  his  arrest;  and  It  was  thus 
established  beyond  doubt  that  Tur- 
ner, now  under  arrest  in  Vancouver, 
Is  one  and  the  same  individual  as  the 
man  who  was  arrested  here  and  who 
has  had  such  a lengthy  criminal 
career.

The  one  Important  Item  which  was 
up  for  dlsdussion  failed  to  excite 
fnuch  interest.

Governor  Riggs  also  now  asked  that 
a navy  collier  be  dispatched  from 
Seattle  to  Juneau  or  dlcgct  to  South- 
western Alaska,  with  food  supplies. 

"The  emergency  of  the  situation 
will  not  allow  of  any  delay,  as  suf- 
fering may  result  inside  of  ten  days," 
the  Governor  declared.

Under  the  prevailing  conditions  a 
certain  ' number  of  „ cattle  come  Into 
the  Province  that  are  infected  with 
tuberculosis,  this  being  partly  due  to 
the  close  proximity  of  the  Province  to 
the  United  Btates,  and  partly  because 
a certain  number  from  other  parts 
come  in  despite  efforts  to  . inspect 
them.

memorandum  from  the  pen  of  tho 
late  Bishop  Crldge  dealing  with  the 
circumstances  under  which  the  Orst 
public  hospital  was  established  In 
what  at  thg  time  of  writing  was 
known  as  the  Colony  of  British  Co- 
lumbia. Answoring  an  inquiry  from 
a correspondent.  Bishop  Crldit 
wrote: 

It  *1  ves  me  great  pleasure,  trust- 
ing solely  to  memory,  to  give  my 
reminiscences  of  the  circumstances 
under  which  the  first  hospital  waa 
established  in  this  city  and  Colony. 

"Before  the  gold  excitement  took 
place  In  1868,  the  need  of  a hospital 
was  little  felt.  Our  small  population, 
some  800  all  told  throughout  the 
island,  were  mostly  healthy  and  well  to 
do.  and  with  a skilful  doctor  at  their 
call,  felt  quite  equal  to  care  for  their 
sick  themselves.  The  first  felt  need 
of  the  kind  was  when  a whtte  man 
who  had  been  shot  by  an  Indian  was 
brought  down  from  Cowichan.  A 
place  was  extemporised  for  his  re- 
ception in  one  of  the  buildings  inside 
the  fort,  the  palisades  of  which  with 
their  bastions  were  etill  standing 
with  a sentinel  ut  the  gate.  While 
the  surgical  care  was  all  that  could 
be  desired,  the  nursing,  though  kind- 
ly, waa  of  a rather  primitive  descrip- 
tion.

"Kresh  cases,  however,  came  with 
the  Increase  of  the  populatlbn.  Ono 
day  a paralytic  was  found  on  the 
ground  In  the  parsonage  garden.  He 
had  been  carted  In  from  one  of  the 
outlying  farms  and  deposited  Just  In- 
side my  gate  without  a word.  The 
Impression  of  the  sender  evidently 
waa  that  the  case  would  apeak  for 
Itbelf,  and  that  under  the  circum- 
stances I was  the  proper  person  to 
look  after  It.  I appealed  to  His  Kx-

“I  think  there  were  three  patients,

bread, above  referred  to,  who  con- 
tinued in  the  hospital  for  several 
years  until  hU  death. 

Royal  Hospital  Establiahment 

The  committee  was  enlarged  end 
took  the  matter  up  warmly.  The 
question  of  building  Involved  the 
choice,  of  a site.  After  much  dle- 
cunaloii  the  committee  solved  the 
problem  by  taking  possession  of  a 
l piece  on  the  InAlan  Reserve  and 
there  erecting  a building,  the  Gov- 
ernment, though  not  consulted,  offer- 
ing no  objection.  Dr.  Trimble  was 
appointed  vlaltl/ig  surgeon,  a pam- 
phlett  with  constitution  and  by-laws 
was  printed,  and  the  Royal  Hospital 
became  an  accomplished  feet. 

"Victoria,  even  then,  aa  it  ever  has 
been  since,  was  responsive  to  the  call 
of  benevolence.  One  day  Mr.  Low- 
enburg,  familiarly  known  as  'the 
baron, ' one  of  the  city  bunders,  met 
me  In  the  street  with  a beaming  face, 
held  up  a leather  bag  full  of  gold, 
the  fruits  of  a morning's  canvass 
among  his  fellow  cltlsens  for  the 
hospital  and  placed  It  in  my  hands 
for  that  purpose.  The  population 
had  become  numerous,  though  not 
rich,  and  things  had  to  be  economi- 
cally managed.  There  was  no  female 
ward,  nor  was  It  yflt.h  crying  need. 
Afterwards,  the  Female  Infirmary 
was  established  under  the  presidency 
of  the  mayoress,  Mrs.  Harris. 

Noon  Filled 

"The  hospital  waa  generally  nearly 
full.  The  accommodation  and  pro- 
visions were  plain,  t>ut  sufficient. 
The  administration  under  Dr.  Trim- 
ble, somewhat  rough,  but  suited  to 
the  times.  The  main  burden  of  the 
Institution  waa  the  doctor's  stipend, 
which  at  one  time  fell  largely  Into 
arrears.  Hon.  T.  8.  Hslmcken  was 
then  elected  president,  and  under  his 
capable  management,  and  assistance 
from  the  Government,  the  debt  was 
cleared  and  the  hospital  grew  and 
prospered.  *

The  furni- 
ture in  this  room  Includes  lockers, 
apparatus  to  stretch  and  fold  gause, 
two  work  tablee,  a sewing  machine 
and  writing  desk.  The  second  room 
contains  high  pressure  sterilisers  for 
dressings,  basins  and  Instruments; 
also  scrubup  stands  for  nurses,  an 
Instrumeht  case,  and  a dally  supply 
of  ether,  chloroform  and  ethyl  chlor- 
ide. In  the  third  room  are  the  sur- 
gical supplies.  All  the  wpplles.  ster- 
ile and  unsterlle,  for  the  floors  and 
departments  are  made  In  the  first 
supply  room  and  arw  furnished  In 
cotton  wrappers.  Requisition  slips 
are  filled  out  by  the  head  nurse  of 
each  floor  and  sent  to  the  supply 
room  each  morning.  Here  the  nurse 
In  charge  of  the  supplies  fills  out 
the  order  and  returns  It  to  the  floor. 

Adjoining  the  supply  rooms  Is  the 
pharmacy,  where  prescriptions  are 
filled  by  the  sister  In  charge. 

The  maternity  department  occu- 
pies the  top  floor  of  the  wing  on 
Coltlnson  fttreet.  It  consists  of  pri- 
vate and  asml-prlvate  rooms.  From 
twenty  to  twenty-five  petieate  are 
accommodated.  The  department  la 
In  charge  of  a registered  sister  nurse. 
The  labor  room  la  equipped  with  en 
Obstetrical  bed.  sterilisers.  Instru- 
ment cabinet,  stationary  basin,  with 
hot  and  cold  water.  The  nursery  Is 
furnished  with  white  ensmelled  steel 
bastnettes  or  cots. 

The  four  stories  of  the  new  build- 
ing facing  Humboldt  street  are  al- 
most wholly  devoted  to  private 
rooms  On  eech  of  these  floors  ere 
eun  rooms  where  convalescing  pa- 
tients can  enjoy  the  view  of  the 
beautiful  grounds  surrounding  the 
hospital.  Each  of  three  floors  hss  a 
separate  diet  kitchen  equipped  with 
gna  rtnitc  refrigerator,  etc.,  where 
nvirees  prepare  the  trays  fof  their 
reapecnee  patients  tinder  tbs  super 
vision  of  the  sister  In  charge.

Interesting  Account  of  Growth 
of  Local  Institution  Uncter 
Guidance  of  Sisters  of  St. 
Ann — Some  Statistics 


Forty-six  years  of  service  to  the 
sick  and  Injured  of  British  Columbia. 
Such  la  the  record  of  St.  Joseph's 
Hospital.  The  Inception  of  this  lneli- 
tuUon  Is  due  to  the  Ood-k*vlng  priest 
Bishop  Bashers,  of  asersd.  memory. 
From  a two-story  building  on  Collin- 
son  Street  it  has  grown  to  present  di- 
mensions, now  extending  to  Humboldt 
threat.  Today  it  furnishes  accommo- 
dation for  144  patients,  besides  sxee- 
utlve  offices,  record  room,  doctors' 
quarters,  four  operating  rooms,  X- 
ray  and  pathological  laboratories, 
•to.,  etc.  In  proportion,  aq  ths  de- 
mands grew  larger,  ths  number  of 
'sisters  was  Increased  so  that  at  ths 
present  time  twenty  six  sisters  are 
engaged  In  hospital  work — ten  of 
whom  are  registered  nurses  In  charge 
of  tbs  different  departments. 

St*  Joseph's  Hospital,  rated  by  the 
American  College  of  Burgeons  as 
Class  A,  la  ona  of  the  133  Catholic 
Hospitals  standardised  within  the  last 
year  In  Canada  and  ths  tfnlted  States. 
When  tbs  American  College  of  Bur- 
geons initiated,  with  ths  help  of  ths 
Catholic  Hospital  Association,  a pro- 
paganda for  ths  standardisation  of 
hospitals,  8t.  Joseph’s  was  ona  of  the 
first  in  the  West  to  establish  a con- 
sulting staff,  with  its  rules  and  con- 
stitutions, inaugurating  ths  monthly 
staff  conferences. 

The  consulting  *taff  and  diagnostic 
department  of  8t.  Joseph's  Hospital  la 
mads  up  of  ths  following  depart- 
ments:

Some  of  ths  rules  are:  Phyeiclans 
sending  patients  to  this  hospital  must 
be  known  to  ths  Hospital  Council  and 
approved  by  them  oefors  their  pa- 
tients will  be  admitted.  Phyeiclans 
unknown  to  ths  Hospital  Council 
must  receive  the  approval  of  a ma- 
jority of  the  xtaff  before  patients 
under  their  care  will  be  admitted.  The 
* Hospital  Council  reserves  ths  right 
to  withdraw  Its  approval  at  any  time. 
All  member*  of  ths  staff  and  visiting 
physicians  and  aurgaona  are  required 
to  see  that  a permanent  record  of  all 
their  cases  is  on  file  In  the  hospital 
when  ths  patient  leaves  (this  record 
to  include  personal  history  and  ex- 
amination diagnosis,  condition  on  dis- 
charge with  X-ray  and  pathological 
reports  when  indicated).  It  la  the 
duty  of  the  members  of  this  staff  to 
aid  the  educational  advancement  of 
Its  Interna  and  nurses  to  ths  fullest 
•xtept 

Standardization 

Standardisation  of  hospitals  was 
fathered  by  the  American  College  of 
Burgeons  a few  years  ago.  To  those 
who  are  not  famllikr  with  the  In- 
ternal workings  of  a modem  hospital. 

It  Is  well  to  explain  what  Is  required 
of  a hospital  to  obtain  the  highest 
standard — Grads  A — In  which  St. 
Jo4mph's  Is  classed: 

1.  Ths  proper  keeping  of  records. 
Every  patient  who  enters  the  hospi- 
tal, regardless  of  how  trivial  the  ail- 
ment. must  have  a complete  history 
of  ths  present  and  all  past  Illnesses 
or  operations  written  In  proper  form 
by  the  attending  physician.  A com- 
plete examination  Is  made  of  all  the 
systems  — ■ circulatory,  respiratory, 
nervous,  lymphatic,  etc.,  and  ths 
find  Inga  recorded.  The  expert  of  ths 
laboratory  makes  his  report  from  a 
chemical  and  bacteriological  stand- 
point. and  if  thought  necessary  the 
X-ray  department  attaches  their  re- 
port. If  the  patient  ha*  a serious 
surgical  disease  a'  consultant  ap- 
proved by  the  hospital  must  be  called 
In  to  decide  whether  an  operation  is 
advisable.  Ths  consultant's ' findings 
must  go  on  record.  When  the  patient 
leaves  the  hospital,  he  leevea  behind 
a tile  of  reoorda.  The  records  are 
filed  by  the  Slater  In  charge  of  the 
reoord  room  by  number.  If  an  oper- 
ation Is  performed  the  file  to  added 
to  by  extra  operative  sheets  giving  In 
detail  ths  diagnosis,  operative  find- 
ings, ths  kind  of  suture  and  drainage 
material  uaed,  etc.  Notes  are  added 
from  day  to  day  on  the  progress  of 
tha  case,  and  finally  the  condition  of 
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Front  Row — Dr,  Keyes,  Dr.  McMickbig,  Dr.  Kenning,  Dr.  Barrett,  Dr.  Robertson,  Dr.  Moore,  Dr.  Holden,  Dr.  Geo.  HalL 
Back  Row — Dr.  Lennox,  Dr.  Bryant,  Dr.  Foyntx,  Dr. 'Fraser,  Dr.  Fowler,  Dr.  Wasson. 


Joseph's  Hospital — costs  many  thous- 
ands of  dollars. 

Monthly  staff  meetings  are  held 
for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the 
work  of  the  previous  month— dis- 
cussing unusual  cases,  making  rec- 
ommendationa and  alterations  In 
methods  of  conducting  tha  Internal 
operations  of  the  hospital  to  make 
for  greater  efficiency. 

X-Ray  Laboratory 

The  X-ray  laboratory  occupies  a 
suite  of  rooms  in  the  new  building 
near  Humboldt  Street  entrance.  It 
comprises  a fluorscopic  room  equip- 
ped with  a New  Universal  Wappler 
Table  for  horlsontal  and  vertical 
fluorscopy.  In  the  as  me  room  to  lq- 
cated  the  filing  cases  where  plates 
and  films  are  filed  numerically. 
Next  to  this  Is  the  transformer  room 
containing  on#  of  the  latest  type  of 
Victor  Snook  transformers,  a stereo- 
scope for  viewing  the  plates,  a dic- 
taphone, a typewriter,  etc.  The  radio- 
graphy department  la  used  for  dental 
and  bone  radiography  as  well  as  for  ! 
X-ray  treatment.  It  to  quipped 
with  an  oak  table,  a Kelly  Kqptt 
tube-stand  and  all  necessary  appa- 
ratus- In  the  photographic  room  to 
the  compartment  tank  for  the  devel- 
oping of  plates  and  films.  Df.  L K. 
Foyntx  to  tha  radiologist  In  charge. 
A Sister  technician  takes  the  plates 
writes  the  reports  and  keeps  the 
books.  She  1*  assisted  by  n lay  tech- 
nician. > 

The  pathological  laboratory  to  sit- 
uated on  the  third  floor  and  to  In 
charge  of  Dr.  J.  H.  Moore,  a Sister 
technician  and  a lay  technician. 
The  laboratory  has  lataly  been  equip- 
ped with  modern  appliances  neces- 
sary for  chemical  and  clinical  path- 
ology aa  well  as  serological  and  bac- 
teriological work.  -The  pathologist 
supervises  all  the  work  In  ths  labor-  1 
ntory.  He  gives  hie  personal  atten- 
tion to  the  diagnosis  of  microscopical 
•peclmefie,  examinations  of  smears, 
cultures  and  tissue  seMlons.  Besides 
he  is  at  the  service  oT  the  staff  for 
any  suggestions  they  may  require  tn 
the  matter  of  pathological  work  to  be 
done  for  their  patients.  The  routine 
work,  euch  as  blood  counts,  urin- 
alyses, eto„  is  cared  for  largely  by 
the  technicians.  All  reports  from 
the  laboratory  are  filed  with  the  pa- 
tients' reoorda. 

The  Operating  Room 

Ths  largest  room,  used  for  major 
operations,  furnishes  ample  floor 
space,  high  celling.,  abundance  of 
light,  with  tiled  floor  and  glased 
walls,  making  It  both  attractive  end 
sufficient  for  all  desirable  ^purposes. 
The  smaller  roe  me  are  devoted  to 
minor  operations  or  septic  cases  or 
surgery.  Another  surgery  la  ade- 
quately equipped  for  eye,  apr,  nose 
apd  throat  cases.  To  the  right  of  the 
operating  room  are  the  doetora' 
wash  up,  telephone  end  sitting  rooms. 
Operating  staff  consists  of  a doctor, 
who  is  a qualified  anesthetist,  two 
registered  sleter  nursqp  ^nd  five  As- 
sisting nurses. 

The  surgical  supply  department 
consists  of  four  rooms.  The  first 


Besides  the  private  rooms,  the^e 
are  semi-private  rooms,  a ladlea' 
ward,  a medical  and  a surgical  ward 
for  men;  an  S.C.R.  ward  and  a chil- 
dren’s ward. 


The  main  kitchen  occupies  tho 
ground  floor  of  the  original  building; 
adjoining  It  are  the  dining  room  for 
employees,  store  rooms  and  cold 
storage  plant.  An  Otto-Fcneom  elec- 
tric dumb-waiter  carries  the  food 
from  tho  main  kitchen  to  the  diet 
kitchens  on  each  of  the  four  floors. 

The  basement  of  the  new  build- 
ing affords  sleeping  rooms  for  tho 
Chinese  help,  aa  also  accommodation 
for  the  heating  plant,  hot  water 
Jacket  and  fuel  room. 

The  main  halls  contain  general 
batli  rooms  and  lavatories;  at  the  end 
of  each  hall  Is  a modern  Are  escape, 

An  electric  passenger  elevator  to  in 
the  central  part  of  the  building,  in 
close  proximity  to  the  operating 
rooms. 

In  connection  with  Bt.  Joseph's 
Hospital  la  a modern  steam  laundry. 
The  building  Is  of  brick  and  concrete, 
46  by  100  feet,  two  stories  high.  The 
upper  floor  to  divided  Into  house- 
keeping apartments  and  la  occupied 
by  the  engineer,  the  carpenter  and 
other  employees.  The  first  floor  Is 
the  laundry  proper  and  le  equipped 
with  ths  most  up-to-date  machinery, 
dryer,  four-roll  Troy  mangle,  three 
washing  machines,  two  large  extrac- 
tors, a tumbler,  starching  machine, 
etc.  The  entire  building  to  well 
lighted  by  electricity  and  heated  by 
the  main  plant  of  the  hoepjtal.

It  may  bo  of  Interest  to  stats  that 
sines  the  opening  of  the  hospital  33,- 
417  patients  have  been  cared  for  by 
the  sisters. 

Ht.  Joseph’s  Is  private  a#  to  owner- 
ship, the  sisters  having  flnancad  It 
from  tpe  time  of  Its  foundation  (with 
the  exception  of  private  donations 
from  some  of  ittr  worthy  and  ever 
generous  friends),  still  it  to  essen- 
tially a general  hospital  inasmuch 
as  It  reoelves  all  Datients  applying 
for  admission  whether  they  can  af- 
ford to  pay  or  not. 

The  patient  on  arriving  at  the  hos- 
pital Is  given  care.  And  when  the 
time  comes  to  leave.  If  he  has  monoy 
he  usually  to  only  too  pleased  to  pay 
for  services  received.  If  he  has  none 
his  word  is  taken  for  it  and  although 
an  honest  attempt  Is  made  to  collect 
all  outstanding  accounts,  hundreds 
have  been  cared  for  at  Bt.  Joseph's 
from  whom  the  hospital  receives  no 
remuneration  whatever.  During  the 
last  five  years  333  Indigent  patients 
have  been  cared  for  at  St.  Joseph's.
